Life is full of 
greater dangers. 
Nor. in the opinion

nervous system, or other parts ot the

is due to an actual physical weakness 
in the brain. Others believe that the 
brain does not undergo any physical 
change.

Science Lacks TvnowletJiRC. 
.Thus science 
lacks 
a 
thorough 
knowledge of the physiology ot psy- 
chopathic conditions, and in treating: 
them it can proceed only by trial and 
error until more thorough knowledge 
is obtained. 
Meantime, the important thing-, ac- 


cording- to the scientists, is to provide 
proper refuges both for mental detec- 
tives, and tor persona suffering- 
mental disease. The defectives should 
be permanently isolated, so that they 
mav not commit crime and breed. The 
insane must' be given 
comfortable 
homes, where they can recover iC pos- 
sible, and where otherwise- they can 
live In comfort and do rro harm. 
Neither of these things is being reg- 
ularlv or extensively done in the uni- 
ted States. No state has yet mado pro- 
vision for isolating defectives. 
Many 


of. the states have no first class insane 
asylums. Thousands of patients are in 
private asylums, and the experts say 
that there are not more .than j-hroe 
private asylums in the United States 
which 'arc really qualified to care lot- 
insane patients of all classes. In some 
parts of the United States insane per- 
sons arc still confined in workhouses 
and jails. 
The care of those persons is a mat- 
ter o£ ever-increasing importance be- 
cause the strain of life is always be- 
coming greater. !Lifo in a modern 
American city today Is far more stren- 
uous and difficult than was life in the 
rural towns which passed for cities in 
this country before the Civil war. Com- 
petition is harder, there is more noise, 
more speed, more mental 
stimulants 
such as music, the stage and social di- 
version. 
Both the spurs and the re- 
slatance o£ lli'o liave been multiplied. 
The human animal is driven harder 
and he travels a more 
difficult' and 
dangerous road than ever before. 
Strain Is Too Much. 
Men who might have

for 
sa.ne and lived harmless and even mod- 
erately useful lives a hundred years 
ago now crack under the strain. T-here 
are no 'statistics which may be relied 
rpon as to the increase oC insanity, but 
the scientists- believe that it is increas- 
ing because the environmental condi- 
tions that bring- it out are increasing'.

to arguments by 
Chairman Lodge of the foreign rela- 
tions comtnitee agtiinst unreserved rat. 
ification of the peace treaty, Senator 
Owen, democrat. Oklahoma, declared 
Mr JLodge had been blinded by parti- 
sanship and by a distrust of popular 
institutions.

The proclamation says: 
I 
"It has been stated that war is cie- 


'struetive, and that the' world must 


pay the price. 
The world war lias 


brought many conditions upon us that 
prove this statement. 
Vv'e read it in 


the daily press, we hear it in privates 
conversation wherever 
we go. 
that 
economic conditions a.re everywhere 
disturbed. 
That, particularly in Eu- 


rope, production' has been very much 
reduced because .of the great-loss of 
man power, and the unsettled condi- 
tiojis of government. 
Although the 


induction'of food has been greatly 
iuced in TCurope the people must 
Jertheless be fed, and this fact has 
Rated an export demand for Amer- 
ican food products far greater than 
any that our country- has heretofore 
experienced. 
The government report 


of exports testifies to that fact. . This 
abnormal export demand is in a large 
degree responsible for the- high price 
of food in our own country, which is 
beinj: so much complained of by [our 
people, and particularly the laboring 
classes. 
No doubt 
speculation 
has 


contributed its part to this condition, 
It always has during abnormal times, 
and history has in this regard again 
repeated itself. 
"Too much is expected of legislation 
to provide the remedy that the peo- 
ple are looking 
for. 
Natural 
laws 
must be giver, a 
chance to do their 
part. 
Nor can these laws be substi- 
tuted by legislative enactment. 
Time 


will gradually work out the problem 
of the cost of living- and the 
process 


will not be completed until the world's 


stock of food antl^ither necessities of 
life, wJiicli Jiave been neglected, dur- 
ing the period 
of the war, 
are re- 
placed. 
This may seem a 
slow pro- 
fess. 
The restless will grumble and 


the agitator will scold. However, en- 
lirely reyrardleys of these manifesta- 
tions, legislation and threats will ot- 
t'er but a v.'eak and disappointing rem- 
edy and the people will be compelled 
to'wait, for their relief'until produc- 
tion will again overtake consumption. 
One tiling is certain, we shall not be 
abls to reduce the cost of living- by 
enforced idleness, and the men. who 
ure today advocating strikes and oth- 
er forms of 
djscontent, are 
causing 


the production to be further reduced,

supplies and 
other 
necessities of life and which- will in 
the end still further increase the cost 
ot these supplies. The remedy lies in 
keeping at work, and in that way in- 
crease our stock of products rather 
than to stand idly by and consume our 
surplus. 
IE we are svoing- to keep our 
surplus. Tf we intend to keep our baj- 
ancc during this reconstruction pcr.lod, 
both labor and capital should'be rea- 
sonable and considerate of each oth- 
er's interests. 
The question of wages 
and working- conditions should be set- 
tled without strikes. 
And above all, 


labor oug-ht not be influenced at this 
time by politicians who are breeding 
discontent tor no better purpose than 
to promote their own political inter- 
ests. 
"The season of the year is fast ap- 


proiiching that will 
make demands 


for fuel, better clothing- and warmer 
houses. 
:tt> would be unfortunate, in- 
rleed. if the laboring man should at 
this nine drop his tools and forego his 
'earnings and enter the winter with an 
empty hand to

To say, "Your doxy Is. not my doxy," 


does not rtisposo ttf. the question of or- 
thodoxy, as claimed by some. Ortho- 
doxy cannot, be laughed out of conrt. 
It can afford to bide its time, lor it is 
destined to'win. afo be orthodox. Is 
simply to bold to correct teaching or 
dogma if you please, that Is right. The 
>ery word itself gives the idea of right 
teiu-hing. 
When we tarralre as to what is ortho- 


doxy, the answers vary, according to 
the standpoint occupied. One will say 
thnt it Is the universal divine teaching 
of the ages. Another will say that It 
Is the consensus of religious opinion 
held by Christian scholarship of the 
present day. Another will say that It 
Is the "new spirit" of the twentieth 
century, as a distinguished theological 
professor calls It. Another will say 
it Is the response of the soul of man to 
revelation. Still another says it is the 
tvlll of God, as made known to man 
through the inspired writings that are 
known as the Scriptures of the Ola 
and New Testaments. 


The man who elahns the "new spir- 


it" as orthodox, rather than a divine 
revelation, Is setting Tip a standard of 
orthodoxy just as certainly -as his op- 
ponent. The teachings of unbelievers 
are-just as positive as those of .believ- 
ers. 
It Is n claim of the liberal think- 


ers' of tho day, in the words of a 
dis- 


tinguished university professor, that 
orthodoxy met Its Waterloo in the
